Julie Leven has performed as soloist, concertmaster, and principal 
second violin with the Handel and Haydn Society and Boston Ba- 
roque. She has participated in the Aston Magna Festival, BBC 
Proms, Boston Early Music Festival, Casals Festival, Edinburgh Festi- 
val, Esterhazy Haydn Festival, Krakow Festival, and Tanglewood Mu- 
sic Center. She has been a member of the Jerusalem Symphony, 
and the Aarhus Symfonieorkester in Denmark. She can be heard as 
a soloist on the Boston Baroque recordings of Handel Opus 6 Con- 
certi Grossi, the Grammy nominated performance of the Monte- 


verdi Vespers and the 2009 released Geminiani Concerti Grossi. 


Julia McKenzie is an alumna of the New England Conservatory, 
the Aspen Music School, and the University of California, Irvine. 
She performs with numerous Boston ensembles including Boston 
Baroque, the Handel and Haydn Society, Cantata Singers, Em- 
manuel Music, Foundling Baroque Orchestra and Women's Advo- 
cacy Project, and the multi-media group ‘Melodic Vision’ with the 
Riverview Chamber Players. As a specialist in historical perform- 
ance practice, she has performed in early music festivals in Ger- 
many, Mexico, Indianapolis, and Boston, and has traveled interna- 


tionally on tour with Boston Baroque. 





The Handel and Haydn Society, a period instrument orchestra 
and chorus founded in Boston in 1815, specializes in performances of 


the repertoire from the baroque and classical eras (1600-1825). 


Internationally recognized as a leader in the field of historical per- 
formances, it presents a series of 9 concerts at Symphony Hall, main- 
tains an active touring and broadcast schedule in addition to providing 
in-depth educational programs that reach out to 10,000 children in 
Eastern Massachusetts. It offers innovative programming and collabo- 
rations with Boston-based arts and educational institutions and is re- 
nowned for its performances of Handel’s Messiah, a Boston tradition 


since 1818.
